contested, but the United States is complicating the situation by 
abstaining from ratification of the Treaty and holding aloof from 
the League. As regards “A” Mandates, the Council has already 
decided to postpone consideration and, in response to the, request 
by ‘the. United States, consideration of. "B”™ Mandatessiwill- be 
adjourned till its next session. The Council invitee the United 
States to participate in the discussions at the next session, as the 
complicated and delicate question of mandates can scarcely’ be 
treated by an exchange of official Notes, With regard to.“C” 
Mandates, the Council does not enjoy the same liberty of action as 
in regard to the others, oe 
With regard to the United States’ objection to the allocation of 
Yap to Japan, the reply declares that the United States-has several 
times refused to approve tho assignment of this island to any State.

_. GERMANY’S AMAZING OFFER. 


, London, March 2, 

Herr Simons’s proposals literally staggered the Conference, 
When, aftér an hour and a half, the full nature of the amazing scheme 
he had been unfolding became apparent, Mr. Lloyd George sent one 
of his secretaries round the table to-suggest to Herr Simons to end 
his speech. The Foreign Minister apparently guessed the feeling 
aroused by his address and terminated his speech abruptly and said 
that important details he would have liked to have enlarged on would 
be found in memoranda which he handed to the Allies, : 

“It is either a case of incredible impudencé or else of incredible 
stupidity,” said one of the Allied delegates at the close of the sitting. 


“Frankly,” remarked another, “Simons hag proved himself the anti- 
Christ of reparations.” . 


- These views were fully endorsed by all the morning papers, which] _ 


outshine each’ other in condemnation of the German proposals, which 
are described in such adjectives ag “absurd,” “grotesque,” “impos- 
ble,” “derisory” and: “fantastic.” ° 

It is felt that Herr Simons and his colleagues had a great op- 
portunity of riddling the rather impossible demands arrived at in 
Paris by presenting an offer which the more moderate-minded Allies 
would have been justified in considering. Instead it is agreed that 
the German proposals are so utterly inadequate that the opposition of 
A united front is assured. 7 

The French, who throughout have been sceptical of Germany’s 
good faith and are convinced of the necessity of applying coercive 
measures, appear to take a grim satisfaction in what they regard as 
the fulfilment of their predictions. ' 

The other “Allies: feel that Germany’s offer, as voiced by Herr 
Simons, cuts the ground from beneath their feet. The gap between the 
German and the Allies totals is so great -that ne. amount of 
discussion is likely to bridge the gulf, 

The papers deplore German psychology as the despair of other 
nations. They point out that they lost the war through failure to 
understand the mentality of neutrals and enemies and now look like 
repeating these fatal blunders. 

Experts are naw deliberating. The only question at present 
dividing the Allies is ‘the date on which the sanctions can be enforced, 


the Treaty they are not operable 
until Ist May, 


The Germans are dismayed at the cold and stern reception given 


to the propositions. There is reason to believe that their next move will 


be an effort to have their proposals regarded as purely momentary 
as conditions in Germany improve. They 
entertain the idea that Mr. Lloyd George's statement is not final.

“A feature of the annual meeting 
of the East China Educational 
Association held in Union Church: 
‘| Hall, Shangliai, was an address 
by Dr. Ren, who made the trip 
from Peking as tho special 
representative of the Chinese 
Minister of Education. 

~ Dr. Ren said that he. believed 
that this was the first time that 
the Peking Government had sent 
a representative to meet officially 
with ea body of Christian 
educators, this being an event 
which showed the change from 
the attitude of indifference of 
many years ago to the present 
attitude of sympathetiv co-opera- 
tion in educational affairs. The 
hope was expressed that Christian 
colleges and universities would 
introduce’ more .courses of a 
distinctly vocationdl character, 
boing careful to avoid undesirable 
duplicating of courses with, its 
resulting waste. Middle Schools 
[were urged to lay greater stress 
upon Chinese literature and 
history, employing teachers 
who - were the graduates 
of modern. normal — schools. 
A salary of $50 per 
month was not sufficient to secure 
a firat class teacher of these sub- 
jects. In .regard to the recogni- 
tion by the Government of .Mis- 
sion Schools Dr. Ren said that 


_|the matter was a simple one, 


prompt recognition following in- 
pection that showed that the 
schools had conformed to govern- 
ment requirements. 

This matter of Government re- 
cognition js to bo taken up at the 
Saturday morning session, when 
a special committee makes its 
report. 

PHONETIC SCRIPT. 


The problem of teaching 


‘Chinese in Middle Schools was 


presented by the Rev. Lowry 
Davis of Kashing. It was shown 
that the teaching of the “ nation- 
allangugage" and phonetic script 
was slowly making headway in 
Mission schools and a chart 
showing the periodicals now being 
read in the schools showed a 
epod variety of current literature. 

Miss Garland of the C. C. C. 
urged the educators to push the 


‘phonetic script -in schools as a 


means of attacking the problem of 
Hliteracy in China, for where 
schools’ taught this script it was 
eagerly and quickly mastered by 
illiterate adults in that region, 


3) who otherwise would be prejudic- 


ed against it. 

r. P, W. Kuo told of an enrol- 
fant of 900 students in ‘the 
Government Teachers’ College 
Summer School @ourse in the 
National Language. Mr. Davis 
urged that schools send teachers 
to these summer courses and 
recommonded that no achool that 
failed to teach the national 
language be given full standing 
by the Accrediting Committee. 

The Rev. W. P. Roberts pre- 
sented a brief report, including 
social service activities suggested 
for students. 


IMPROVEMENT IN AGRICULTURE. 

During the report on the teach- 
ing of agriculture Prof. J. I. 
Buck urged that. middle and 
higher primary schools. send 
teachers to take the courses in 
agriculture in the summer school 
of the University of Nanking, ‘in 
order to be able to teach 
nature study and school 
gardening more effectively. 
Prof Griffing followed with 
an interesting account of tho pro- 
gress that. had been mado in 
improving Chinese cotton and 
modifying American cotton for 
uso in China. It was suggested 
that such schools as could seciire 
farm land might well solve the 
problem of self-help by introduc- 
ing :the scientific cultivation of 
cotton. This had worked well in 
Nanking, providing work all 
summer and laboratory work 


KA during the rest of the year and 


developing self reliance -in the 


@ | students. 


Dr. W.W. Poter, of the Council 
on Health Education outlined a 
campaign for the conservation of 
vision in Chinese schools. This 
was made possible through the 
generosity of the American Red 
Cross. Plans were also presented 
for an anti-fly campaign to take 
place through all the schools dur- 
ing April.

Scents Resolutions at 


~ London Conference. 


At the first conference of the 
Union of University Lijoral As- 
sociations which .was held at the 
University College, London, it 
was resolved thet the peaoo of 
the world could only bo secured 
by the ‘inclusion of all nations 
within the League of Nations 
and by the drastic reduction of 
armaments. - 

Other motions demanded the 
abandonment of military opera- 
tions in Mesopotamia, the 
immediate cessation of open or 
furtive hostilities with Russia, 
and the ‘resumption’ of commer- 
cial relations with that country. 
The conference also declared for 
the’ re-establishment of British 
security, and the common can- 
cellation by the Allied and 
associated Governments of their 
war debts. , 

In regard to Ireland, a resolu- 
tion was adopted repudiatiug all 
sympathy with the murders of 
the Irish Constabulary, asking 
the Government to refuse to con- 
done acts of military terrorism 
and reprisals, to abondon 
British, military activity in 
Ireland, and to ‘make the 
Irish people responsible for the 
maintenance of law and order in 
that country. Whilst recognie- 
ing tho right to Ireland of com- 
ploto independence, the resolution 
further urged that the acceptance 
by Ireland of the status of an 
autonomous Britise dominion was 
best calculated to assure ‘the well 
being of the two nations and 
te integrity of the British 
Empire. : 

On tho question of industria) 
reform, the union pronounced in 
favour of a reconstruction of the 
industrial system whereby the 
exclusive ownership and control 
of industry by the owners of the 
cupital invested. should ‘be re- 
placed by a system in which the 
labour of brain and hand ‘would 
play their appropriate part both 
in ownership ‘and control. The 
resolution furthor stated that 
services of public utility, notably 
minos, railways, light and power, 
would be best under - public 
ownership and unified control, 
but should be carried out in, such 
a way as'to include to tho maxi- 
mum tho potent force of, individ- 
ual initiative, : 


ically all the customary social 
sanctions. The astonishing crop 
of magazines published even in 
the vernacular, proposed all sorts 
of social reforms, and were widely 
read by’ more mature students.

A native of Auvergne, General 
Wayolle was on tho retired list

HARBOUR. FIRES. 


: The fire on board the Korea Maru yesterday leads us 
to advert to the subject of the fire-fighting service of the 
Colony. We wish to make it quiteclear, in the beginning, 
that any complaint we make is not directed against the men 
employed in that service but against the organisation of it, 
against its being behind the actual requirements of the 
times, Let us see what happened yesterday.morning when 
the fire on board was first discovered. A message had to 
be got through to the Fire Station and to the Central 
Police Station, An alarm ‘had tobe sounded and police- 
men (at least. those liable for fire duty) had to be-collected 
and dispatched to the Central Fire Station where they 
boarded an engine and were transported to the Fire Float, 
dying ou lie kraya by Statue Wharf. It was then an easy 

* matier to get the tloat under way and proceed to the scene 
of the outbreak. We will leave it to the judgment of any 
reader to estimate the length of time that elapsed between 
the receipt of the news at Central and the actual arrival 
of the Hoat alongside the distressed vessel. 

Hongkong 1s-quite well equipped regarding fire floats. 
We have two, one of which is always: off Statue Wharf 
with a small head ot steam on, ready for a call. ‘The 
other, we believe, is always kept in the Yaumati Typhoon 
Sheiter without steam, the two floats having. alternate 

. Spells of on and off duty. But the point about it all is that 
there is.no regular fire staff to man these floats. It is a 
case of collecting men together; possibly men who have 
Just come olf police duty. Recently we made a plea for the 
establishment of a distinctly seperate Fire Brigade Force 
and that plea is made all the more reasonable and strong 
when one considers the matter from the shipping point 

' of view. Hongkong is a sulticiently important shipping 
centre to Justity the provision of a very efficient bady of 
harbour firemen, just as it is a sufficiently overcrowed cit 
to warrant the establishment of a fire brigade for fire ‘ark 
only. We have heard the suggestion made that the ideal 
Way of catering for the harbour would be the Govern- 
ment’s purchase of a hulk on which. the men {native and 
European) could live, on which all necessary stores could: 
be kept, and, which would be located in some fairly central 

. Spot, handy to any outbreak that might occur, It would 
act as a parent ship to the two floats which at present have 
no settled home and which are always out of commission 
for a few hours after a spell of duty. The last-named 
happening is almost unavoidable at the present time because 
there is the nevessary re-conditioning and re-victualling 
to be done. A parent ship would obviate many of the 
present difficulties. Alternatively, it has been suggested 
that a Fire Station should pe located on the Praya—-a 
station sufficiently commodious to house both land and 
water brigades, ‘I'he Colony already knows that provision 
has been made for a large new Central Fire Station near 
the Central Market. Just how near to the Central Market 
ite a a we aa nat Ete but the Government would 

jo well to consider the advisabilit ing t di 
on ls Pray, y of placing the building 

_,_ His Excellency the Governor has’ promised’ us’ that 
with the return of the Hon. Mr. E. D. C. Wolfe, the 
whole question of the Fire Brigade will be gone into, and 
we trust that due attention will be paid to. the improve- 
ment of the present arrangements for dealing with ont- 
breaks on board vessels in Port. ‘This is so Important a 
matter to the mercantile and commerical interests of the 
Colony, that our Unollicial Members might well interest 
themselves in it. We hope to see the matter raised often 
enough to ensure something being done.

The Counter-Proposals. 

So far from the much-discussed 
German counter-proposals ap- 
proximating to the Paris con- 
clusions, they prove to represent 
but a fraction of the 7}4 milliards 
which rumour had credited 
Berlin with an intention of offer- 
ing. This ciroumstance emergea 
pretty oléarly from a later mes- 
sage among & series which are not 
altogether explicit. The Allies 
fixed theamount of the reparations 
at. £11,300,000,000, payable in 
forty-two years, the annual pay- 
ments rising from £100,000,000 to 
£300,000,000 in the twelfth year. 
The German.:proposal appsars to 
offer a paymont of £50,000,000 per 
annum for thirty-two years—total 
£1,500,000,000. ‘After making 
liberdl- allowance for the re- 
parations already made, no eort 
of meceting-ground is to be 
found in this suggestion. 
The Allies also formulated a 12.5 
per cent, tax on German exports. 
Germany proposes to co-operate 
in the reconstruction of the 
devastated areas in lisu of the 
tax. . Leaving this point over, we 
Bee that the Berlin offer does not 
amount to one-seventh of the 
sum fixed by the Allies, It is not 
surprising that Herr von Simons 
looked “ troubled ”, as tho report 
says, when submitting this pro- 
position. The French and 
Italians in particular, we are 
told, were considerably surprised 
at the counter-proposals, but 
British. citizens, who are being 
taxed to provide somo £300,000,000 
per annum for interest on the 
National Debt alone, must equally 
deem the counter-proposals 
“ludicrously inadequate.” 


Other Days. 


An ex-officer’s experience on 
revisiting the scenes of his service 
in Flanders induces ono to 
cogitate upon the mutability of 
things. Day after day,.and more 
particularly night after night, 
-millions of men were employed 
on the parallel lines of trenches, 
first of all in constructing them, 
and after that in continuous 
repairing or strengthening. No 
matter how much work had been 
put into the task, there was 
always: more -to do, hence 
Tommy's grouse when dusk 
brought the usual summons for 
working parties from the troops 
enjoying a turn in the “re 
camps. There is material for an 
illuminating calculation. as to 
how many large cities could have 
been built with the labour so 
expended, And what is the end 
of this mighty output of energy, 
often accompanied by peril, to 
say nothing of impediments and 
discomforts indescribable? In 
many places. those- internunable 
lines, as they seemed to. be, 
reaching from the Channel coast 
to the Swiss. frontier, aro— 
nothing but a mass of weeds! 
While the war was in progreas in- 
genious Army topographers named 
sets of trenches after well-known 
thoroughfares, #80 that new 
arrivals, finding themselves in the 
Strand, could gauge the direction 
of Charing Cross, while a quarter 
tenanted by Lowland “Jocks” 
was pretty sure to boast of 
Sauchiehall Street. What with 
the huge overgrowth of vegetation, 
the peasants, and the Chinese 
Labour Corps, the ex-officer re- 
ferred to found it difficult to 
identify even well-known spots. 
Sic transit gloria mundi! These 
deeply-trenched fieldswere the 
scene of Liberty's triumph—but 
one trusts that their passing is not 
sytmbolic,

How It Was Extinguished. 


Reporte made at official quar-
